es. They are to increase farm 
income; prevent further build­ 
up of the feed grain surplus 
and reduce it if possible; help 
assure the 
consumer of fair 
and stable 
prices 
for 
meat, 
poultry and dairy products and 
reduce the ultimate feed grain 
program costs to taxpayers 
According 
to C. H. Bates, 
farm 
management 
specialist

Texas 
Agriculutural 
Extension 
Service, 
the 
pro­ 
gram is voluntary and applies 
only to 1961. All field corn and 
grain 
sorghum 
whether 
for 
grain, 
fodder 
or 
silage 
are 
covered 
and 
cooperators are 
being asked to reduce 
their 
1961 plantings of these crops 
by at least 20 percent below

1959-60 average acreage
